The sponsor says 90 per cent of the voters 
would back it. The amendment proposed by state Rep. Paul 
Rdsenbaum, DBattle Creek, chairman of the House Judiciary 
Citmrniltee. would require the court to deny bail to those con-, 
\1eled of three prior violent felonies. Bail also would be denied 
Ihosc accused of first-degree murder, first-degree criminal sexual 
conduct, armed robbery or kidnapping, or accused of'committing 
a felony while on toil, probation or parole. A similar proposal 
easily passed the House last year but bogged down in the Senate.

months in the planning stage for the

From 'Grave' 


"Mr. President," said David 


Frost, 
"will 
you 
tell 
us 


something about your future 
political plans." 


Of course, that request was 


not made, and would have been 
absurd — but the very fact that 
it floats into one's mind, even as 
a joke, tells us something about 
this strange and interesting 
and. yes. formidable figure. 
Richard Nixon. 


Here he is again, in his third, 


fourth, 
or 
maybe 
fifth 


"comeback.11 Nixon 
is 
the 


Houdini of American politics, 
the great escape artist, and 
though there seem to be a great 
many chains wrapped around ' 
the. trunk he is in this time, still, 
you never know. 


The Xixon haters! of course, 


are in an ecstasy of outrage. 
One of them. Pele Hamill. was 
slung into some good prose: 
Xixon "is the Bela Lugosi of 
American politics, lying out 
there in the crypt of San 
Clememe. and rising into the 
darkness at night. We think that 
we have put him behind us. 
hoping that he is finally gone 
and he will never again in? ad- 
mitted to our consciousness. 
And then he is walking among 
us again, with that eerie smile, 
those glittery vengeful eyes, 
that odd hunched body that he 
always seemed to have rented 
somewhere, but had never pos- 
sessed." 


Nixon was guilty in Water- 


gate. To a considerable degree, 
however. Watergate was an op- 
tical illusion. 


Tiiat assertion may sound 


surprising. We are accustomed 
to hearing Watergate described 
as the biggest political scandal 
in history, as the greatest crime 
in the history of the Presidency, 
and so forth: and so. at times, it 
seemed. We now know in detail, 
however. 
that 
Nixon's 


predecessors had spied, lapped, 
and lied, arguably to a greater 
degree lhan Nixon. Victor Lasky 
has pulled it all together in his 
useful new book "It Didn'l Slarl 
With Watergate.", 


During 
1973 and 
UI7-I. 


however, relentless atlenlinn 
was focused on Presidenl \ixon. 
The press and television — 
knowing full well that Lyndon 
Johnson 
should 
have been 


known as Mr. Eleclronics: Ben 
Bradlec of the Washington Posl, 
knowing that John F. kennedy 
had laughingly obstructed jus- 
tier — nevertheless chose to ig- 
nore the record in the interest of 
blackening \ixon and bringing 


him down. 


That fight is over, disas- 


trously for Nixon, disastrously, 
too. for millions of people in 
-South Vietnam. 


During the Nixon Adminis- 


tration, it seemed to me and 
olhers that the President lacked 
a reliable political compass, lie 
really had no domestic strategy. 
In 1S70. when asked what the 
Republicans had done for Mid- 
"dle America, John Ehrlichman. 
then in charge of the Domestic 
Council, scratched his heail for 
about ten seconds and then ans- 
wered, "postal reform.'" Ho 
hum. 


But listen to President Xixon 


in January. 1973. according to 
the latest transcipt: 


"It's time !o get a few ethnics 


on the Court. You've got to take 
some people and bring them 
up... The Democrats are much 
better 
than 
we arc. The 


Republicans are snobs... We've 
got to broaden the base." 


Thai, at last, is pure political 


gold. The Republican Party 
cannot be a suburban country 
club and still win elections. It 
cannot outbid the Democrats for 
the welfare class. What it can do 
is go after the unfashionable 
ethnics, the minority groups 
that do not enjoy quotas at Har- 
vard Medical School. In early 
1973. Xixon seems to have- 
grasped this. 


Historians will in my opinion 


view-Watergate" as a highly 
complex political event. It was 
connected with the Vietnam 
war. of course, and with the 
stale of semi-civil war that 
existed in this country. It also

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 


More women than ever before 
sought elective office in 1976. 
They were, on the whole, better 
qualified, better organized and 
belter financed than at any time 
in history. 


But in politics, it isn't how you 


play the game that counts, it's 
whether you win or lose. And by 
that standard, women still have 
a long way to go. 


Slatistics may be dreary but 


they illustrate more vividly than 
words the discouraging under- 
representation of the majority 
sex in .public office, especially 
at the national level. 


Of 112 women who set out to 


run for Congress last year, only 
18 actually made it to the House 
of Representatives — one fewer 
than in 1974. All but two of the 
1978 winners were already in- 
cumbents and the newcomers. 
Reps. Barbara Mikulski. D- 
Md., and Rose Mary Dakar. D- 
Ohio. had only token general 
election opposition as they cap- 
tured open scats voluntarily 
vacated by men. 


Of four women seeking U.S. 


Senate seats last year, only one 
— Democrat Gloria Schaffor of 
Connecticut — made it as far as 
the general election where she 
was defeated by incumbent 
GOP Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr. 
There hasn't been a woman in 
the Senate since Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine was 
defeated in 1972. 


The picture at the state level 


is only slightly brighter. Two 
states, 
Connecticut 
and 


Washington, now have women 
governors while three others 
have women lieutenant gover- 
nors. A dozen states have 
women occupying _the largely 
ceremonial office of'secretary of 
slale. 


No woman, however, has ever 


been elected attorney general, 
the statewide political office 
which most often serves as a 
springboard for bigger and bet- 
ter things. " 


And although women made 


significant 
gains 
in 
state 


legislative elections last year, 
increasing their numbers'from 
Iil5 to 688. they still constitute 
only 9.1 per cent of all state 


legislators. 


In short, it's a pretty sorry 


record. But whal accounts for 
'the obvious difficulty women 
experience in winning elective 
office?

firm 
of Rothstein- 


BuckJey hopes to find out in a 
massive survey it is under- 
taking aimed at analyzing how 
women ran for state wide and 
federal office in 1976. 


"There's lots of conventional 


wisdom about the problems of 
women, in politics, but our 
current assumptions could be 
all wrong," said the firm's Jill 
Buckley. "If our firm or any 
other political consultant is to 
have credibility with women 
candidates, we must proceed in 
the same way we will expect 
.them to — making decisions 
based on scientific data." 


"Conventional 
. wisdom" 


seems to hold that women in- 
variably have difficulty raising 
adequate campaign funds, that 
they are amateurs at organizing 
campaigns, that they rely too 
heavily 
on volunteers 
and 


family members for staff assis- 
tance, that they arc, given short 
shrim by interest groups and 
party'organizations. 


Yet some women DO get 


elected. What are they doing 
right? Do successful candidates 
have a common secret that 
could be shared with other 
women aspiring to public of- 
fice? 


Why docs the press — and 


consequently the public — al- 
ways seem more interested in 
what a candidate's husband 
thinks of her political ambition 
than in what the candidate her- 
self thinks about issues? 


Did winning women take 


feminist positions on questions 
like abortion, the equal rights 
amendment and similar issues? 
Did they seek to draw attention 
to their gender or treat it as 
irrelevant?

study can help resolve'these and 
other questions about women in 
politics it will be a significant 
public service.

The 
official himself may act as both.

All 
contributions must be kept in a 
separate bank account. 


The new city budget was 


approved on first reading after 
a brief public hearing in which 
. there were no objections to it. 
The budget was unveiled at the 
city commission meeting two 
weeks ago. It requires another 
favorable vote of the commis- 
sion for final approval.

form of learning disability 
which, for years, has been 
completely 
overlooked 
or 


misinterpreted.

"p" may look like "b." The 
letter "n" may look like "h." 


Words like "saw" may be 


read as "was", "Lap" may be

I have 
extreme difficulty with word 
coding coupled with an inability 
to associate printed letters and 
words with spoken sound. 


"This means that I cannot 


read for more than 15 minutes 
without exhaustion because I 
confuse letters and reverse 
words. I can't read out loud 
without stumbling over words. I 
don't know the alphabet, mul- 
tiplication or division tables, 
don't know left from right and 
scramble to write down a note 
when 
someone 
tells 
me 


- something, even something as 


simple as a telephone number. 


"I've been a journalist and 


have trouble reading a news- 
paper. I'm a poetess who can't 
read other people's poems. I'm 
an economist who Sad to be 
separated from the world of 
economic literature. 


"I always considered myself 


as being stupid. This, despite 
the fact that my tQ. is 160. All 
of my accomplishments oc- 
cui^ed at college and graduate 
school after the long-delayed 
and missed diagnosis of dysle- 
xia. 


"How 
many 
millions 
of 


similar cases are there "in 
America today, where children 
are faced with what appears to 
them to be insurmountable obs- 
tacles, but which, unlike a 
highly risible physical han- 
dicap, is not recognized by 
teachers, parents and even doc- 
tors?" 


A massive attack must be 


made by educators, supported 
by Federal grants, to uncover 
dyslexics, recognize their po- 
tential, train them, and rein- 
tegrate them into their proper 
place in the classroom and in 
society.

license almost six years despite

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Cast Bill Defines Farm Land Assessments

State Rep. Harry Gas! or St. Joseph has introduced a bill that 


would establish a new category of real property for tax assessing 
purposes that would take land sold for higher value purposes out of 
the existing agricultural category. He explained his intent is to 
prevent the price of land "that some millionaire buys" for other 
imposes from being used as the yardstick for determining as- 
sessments for bona fide agricultural and open land. 


His bill. House Bill 4570, would establish a new Developmental 


Real Estate category. The category would apply to parcels" con- 


taining more than five acres uithout buildings or more than 'JO 
acres with buildings and whose value in sale exceeds its present 
value in use. Developmental real property may include farm hind 
or open space land adjacent to a population center or farm land 
subject to several competing valuation influences." 


His bill would add the Developmental Real Estate category to 


the residential, agricultural, commercial, industrial, and timber 
cut-over classifications presently contained in the rules of the 
State Tax commission. The new category would apply only after 
the parcel had been sold for a higher value use; Gast stated. 


He said the agricultural category has long been used as a 


catch-a!!, and that sales of land at exceptional prices have thus 
influenced the assessment of all agricultural land. Gast, since his 
days a supervisor of Lincoln township when farm land there was 
l)ein.<; used for subdivision development, has advocated property 
valuation based upon the existing use of the land, not some 
predicted higher value future use. 


Gast suggested that the State Farm Land and Open Space 


Preservation Act has been something less than a roaring success. 
Tile claimed, intention of that act was to maintain an agriculural 
valuation on land if the owner would contract with the state not to 
develop the parcel for other uses for. a period of 10 years. Gast said 


his bill would fit in well with HB 4076 currently in the legislature' 
which would require-that after 1980 all real property would have to 
be equalized by classification. Thus, property in each of tfie 
existing residential, agricultural, commercial, industrial and 
timber cut-over classes would have to be equalized within its own 
class.

Gast siicl some industrialists have claimed industrial property 


is over-valued in order to subsidize under-valuation of other 
classes of property. This can be done, they claim, because all 
classes of property are lumped into a single total equalized value 
for tile taxing unit.

E. Hughes yesterday issued 
two rulings intended to prevent 
the level of Paw Paw lake from 
going below a minimum depth 
from May to October. 


The rulings are one of the 


first legal steps needed before 
long-range flood control plan- 
ning can proceed. 


Hughes set the minimum 


level of the lake at 621.S feet 
above mean sea level and or- 
dered that the minimum be 


. maintained from Hay la to 


Oct. 15 each year. The 621 feel 
had previously been designated 
as the legal "normal" level of 
Hie lake. 


Hughes also approved the 


boundaries of an assessment 
district established 
by 
the 


drain 
commissioner 
which 


generally includes all properly 
tinners who have lake frontage 
or legal entry-exit rights to 


Paw Paw lake. 


Berrien county is responsible 


for maintaining tile level set by 
Hughes, and if needed can ob- 
tain the financing to do so from 
the assessment district. 


It was reported last month 


the Army Corps of Engineers is 
considering plans for 
flood 


control of the lake at an es- 
limalcd cost of $1.3 million 
with a federal appropriation 
paying for all except $21.700, 
according to Dale Momeith, 
assistant chief of the planning

Rawlings is having the whole 


process done in Haiti, and since 
the start of the new season, balls 
have been flying out of stadiums 
at a rate not approached in 
some time. 


For the first 163 games of the 


1977 American League schedule 
(which includes the two expan- 
sion teams), 287 home runs 
were hit, as opposed to 193 in an 
equal number of games las't 
year. The National League, with 
the same 12 teams as last year, 
has hit 248 in the first 157 
games, up 51 from the same 
period last year. 


Projected over the course of a 


season, the American' League 
would hit more than 1,700 home 
runs. The National League, with 
a smaller schedule, would belt 
more than 1,500. Each league hit 
a little more than 1,100 homers 
in 1976. 


"W'e're not manufacturing a 


rabbit ball." said Rawlings 
spokesman Mike Kavanaugh. 
"We did envision this type of 
controversy, though, because 
maybe the other people (Spald- 
ing) were making a turtle ball."

Allegan's turkey kill wasn't nearly as high as in the Mlo and 


Baldwin areas, but its success ratio per hunter was the highest in 
the state. 


Allegan's ratio in tire spring gobbler season which ended Sunday 


was 12 per cent. That compared to seven per cent at 'Mio and 
Baldwin. 


There were 27 birds taken by 225 hunters at Allegan in two 


.five-day seasons this spring. A year ago 300 permit holders took 24 
birds. 


Allegan's total included five juveniles and an unusual bearded 


hen. The adults averaged 18.1 pounds per bird, compared to 16.6 
last spring. The largest gobbler taken weighed 21 pounds, 7 
ounces. 


The number of juveniles in the Allegan kill is lower than usual, 


but Department of Natural Resources wildlife biologist Tim 
Payne, the Allegan turkey specialist, says it's "nothing to be 
concerned with." 


Payne believes Allegan's kill could have been higher if the birds 


would have been gobbling more during the second season. "I think 
\ve were hitting the end of the gobbling season," notes Payne. 
"About a third of the birds taken did not respond to calls." 


Meanwhile, the Mio kill so far stands at 238 birds for 3.300 per- 


mit holders. The kill last year at this time was 208. 


liio's birds are in good physical condition, with one of the 


turkeys killed weighing a whopping 23 pounds. But it's a different 
story over at Baldwin. The average weight of the gobblers there is 
down to about 16 pounds. 


Baldwin's kill so far stands at 101 for 1,400 permit holders. Last 


year at this point in the hunt 104 had been bagged. 


Massive cuts were made in this spring's southwestern Michigan 


walleye planting plans because of problems in obtaining eggs. 


Slashed from the plants of the tiny quarter-inch fry were 


releases of a million each in the St. Joseph and Kalamazoo Rivers. 
There were also cutbacks at Diamond and Magician Lakes in Cass 
county. Both were scheduled for one million but Diamond ended 
up with 600,000 and Magician got 525,000. Only Cedar Lake in Van 
Buren county got its scheduled total of 250,000.

"This large morel is about the 


only good thing I can ascribe to 
Dutch elm disease," Mullen- 
dore points out. "One of its 
favorite habitats is around 
several-years-old dead elms and 
stumps. Because we have so 
much dead elm, Morchella 
Crassipes is much more plen- 
tiful than it used lo be. You 
musl might rind a record-size 
mushroom along a road right- 
of-way where diseased elms 
have been cut and the stumps 
left." 


Other places to look for this 


"biggie" morel are oak. beech 
and maple forests, old orchards, 
and in rich, moist garden soil. 
Unlike others, this species is 
more common in the southern 
part of the state than up north.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A state legislator says Oakland County 


was chosen as a possible site for a new state prison because of a 
campaign by Prosecutor L. Brooks Patterson to reform the state's 
parole system.

C. Ketti 
Lin of the University of Michigan and John L. Blum of the 
University of Wisconsin.

Southwestern Michigan fruit 


growers worried through their 
•fourth consecutive night of 
freezing 
temperatures last 


night and will have to remain on 
guard again tonight. 


While no major loss was ap- 


parent to the fruit crops, several 
growers and horticultural ad- 
visers expressed fears there 
could be an accumulation of in- 
jury that may result in a heavy 
drop of the young cherry and 
apple fruits. 


Tonight, however, may see a 


slight crack in the broad ex- 
panse of cold air that has 
covered much of the northeas- 
tern quarter of the United States 
and eastern Canada. The Na- 
tional Weather Sen-ice called 
for only scattered frost 
in 


southwestern Michigan, a slight 
downgrading from frost warn- 
ings issued the past four nights. 
Low 
readings 
tonight 
are 


predicted in the upper 30s. 


The mercury slumped to 28 to 


31 over the area last night, at 
the standard five-foot level. 
Strawberry growers, however, 
ran irrigation on their fields for 
the fourth night, as readings on 
ground level fell to 26 and 27. 


Firepots were burned in some 


grape vineyards last night that 
had escaped heavy damage in 
the April 29 frost that cut the 
area grape crop outlook in half. 


Herb Tcichman, Eau Claire 


grower, said the four nights of 
frost may have built up an ac- 
cumulation of injury to cherries 
and apples that could result in a ' 
heavy qTop Of tne [jny ncw 
fruits. 


Harvey Belter, Berrien county 


horticultural agent, advised ap- 


• pie growers to wait as long as 
possible — about the end of this 
wwk — before deciding whether 
to apply thinning sprays B\ 
then the extent of any ac- 
cumulation of cold injury should 
be apparent, he said. 


Belter said reports 
from 


throughout the fruitbell indicate 
pear and plum crops have suf- 
fered considerable damage and 
that they, along, with grapes, 
will have light crops this 
season.

dition to scattered frost tonight, 
calls for sunny and^ warmer

Ill-year loans to homeowners 
and renters to pay for insulation 
ami fuel-saving devices. 
' The staff said Monday cus- 
tomers could save at least 8BS.5I) 
a year under the plan. A

"Michigan's only hope for a 
substantial new gas supply in 
the next five years."

' Demlow praised the plan and he 
urged Michigan gas utilities to 
issue their own proposals for 
PSC consideration. 


"It's up to tliem to come forth 


with their program to achieve 
these ends." Demlow said. 


An earlier proposal issued by 


Demlow would have called on 
the gas companies to install in- 
sulation and gas-conservation 
equipment. 


The earlier proposal drew 


public protests. Under it, a 
surcharge would have been 
levied on each unit of gas used 
to cover the installation cost and 


a profit for the companies. Cus- 
tomers who had spent money to 
insulate their homes would in 
effect have been paying to in- 
sulafc the homes of. others 
because of the surcharge. 


Under the new plan, cus- 


tomers who install the insula- 
tion and two furnace devices — 
. to reduce UK? flow of gas and to 
save heat — could cut their gas 
bills by at least 15 per cent, the 
PSC staff said. If gas prices 
soar, they could save up to 21 
per cent. 


By spreading the conservation 


costs 
over 
10 
years, 


homeowners could save more 
each year than they paid for the 
conservation steps. 


Here's how the PSC staff plan 


would work: 


Loans by utilities to cus- 


tomers would pay for the cost of 
buying and installing the in- 
sulation and devices, or both. 
Customers could contract the 
\vork or do it themselves. 


They would agree to repay the 


loan over a 10-year period, with 
installments added to each 
monthly bill. Failure to pay 
would result in termination of 
service. 


All gas customers — includ- 


ing businesses — would share 
the cost of interest on the loan 
money through a surcharge on 
each unit of gas used. That 
surcharge wotild be about five 
cents per thousand cubic feet 
(mrf) of gas. or less than 810 a 
year for residential customers. 


If a homeowner or renter 


moved, the charge would con- 
tinue on the new owner's hills, 
hut tile savings also would con- 
tinue. 


Estimates are the state's na- 


mral gas saving could reach 9.5 
per cent if some two million 
Michigan tomes are fitted with 
'furnace devices and about one 
million get new or additional 
ceiling insulation. That would 
be enough gas to heat about 
430.000 homes. 
•Without statewide conserva- 
tion. Michigan eventually faces 
serious gas sliortages, including 
no gas for new customers. 
Demlow said. 


"Every gas utility indicated 


there was no other supply of 
natural gas they'd have in the 
next five years other than what 
would be achieved through con- 
servation." he said.
